Deceased came on second and played a 
punchy set of mostly newer death metal songs and 
some older faves off the last demo. The newer 
songs were off The 13 Frightened Souls EP and the 
to be released Blueprints For Madness LP, both for 
Relapse Records. Good job once again. 

Disincarnate was on next and played songs of 
its album, Dreams Of A Carrion Kind, off 
Roadrunner Records. The band’s rack stuff was a- 
flashin’ as the technical death metal riffings came 
out of the speakers. I don’t get into the Florida 
band much, but I suppose the performance was 
good. 

The same can be said for Cancer, which is 
sporting a new album on Restless Records. The 
band kicked off its set with "Cancer Fucking 
Cancer" and played songs off its past albums (I 
would assume, because I’m not familiar with the 
band), given that the group had a long set.

Well! The place was packed as Damn The 
Machine hit the stage and rolled out songs off its 
debut on A&M Records. The group, featuring 
Chris Poland, had an excellent sound and went over 
well with the crowd in front of the stage, and 
sounded like the album. I’m not a fan to say the 
least, but for what Damn The Machine does, sort of 
progressive metal but more restrained and mellow 
and lots of melody, it did a great job. 

Now it was time for Voivod! This was the 
third tour I’d seen the band on, and I was psyched. 
Opening with "Fix My Heart" off the new album, 
The Outer Limits, on Mechanic Records, and play- 
ing a big load of material off that one, such as "We 
Are Not Alone," et cetera, Voivod wowed the audi- 
ence with its musicianship and stage manner. I was 
chuffed to learn that Voivod would include a 
healthy dose of older material in its live set, which 
it did that night: "Nuclear War" and "Voivod" (the 
encore), two songs off of Killing Technology, includ- 
ing "Ravenous Medicine," and "Tribal Convictions" 
off Dimension Hatross. From the Nothingface 
album Voivod played such songs as "Astronomy 
Domine" and "The Unknown Knows."

Black Market Flowers Bind Relativity. I remember 
the San Fran-based band’s 7" being better. The 
trio’s brand of semi-mellow grunge alternative rock 
is boring. Another mediocre band with a record 
deal. 


Black Train Jack No Reward Roadrunner (by 
Shane). Twelve songs of melodic pop/punk/ 
hardcore with an ex-member and two roadies from 
Token Entry. Everything has a "happy" feel to it, so 
if you’re depressed it may clash with your mood. If 
you’re a fan of that style, go ahead and check it out. 


Blaylok Loosing My Mind. Crunchy thrash death 
metal with thrash vocals. Some melodic guitars are 
here and there. Good musicianship and produc- 
tion.

Vicious Circle Cryptic Void JL America (by Shane). 
Ten thrash songs with a slight death metal feel to 
them. The band plays the style well, but I could 
only get into two or three songs, one of which being 
"Biomorphic Horrors." In summary, it would have 
been better off releasing an EP or 7". 


Viper Theatre Of Fate Empire (by Mason).This CD 
reminds me of the more straightforward/less 
technical Fates Warning material, with an obvious 
Queensryche and Maiden influence. It’s well done, 
although usually not as memorable as the above 
bands, but it’s a good metal CD worth getting. 


Voivod The Outer Limits Mechanic (special review 
by King Fowley). Honest music! Remember that? 
It’s a far and distant thing nowadays. While most 
of the world is caught up in trends and "fitting in," 
some people and bands just keep on doing it their 
way! Voivod is the perfect example! Since day one 
(back in ’84) these guys have impressed me to a 
point no other band has ever achieved! From their 
off the wall broken english lyrics to their even more 
off the wall music, Voivod has delivered something 
different and new every time! The Outer Limits, 
their seventh full-length LP, is a tour de force of 
amazing music! All-out top musicianship has given 
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me this, my all-time favorite Voivod record! Why, 
do you say? Well, if you pick this LP up and 
investigate you'll find fast-paced rock, suicide 
downer music, barbaric power metal, wacky guitar 
solos, laser guns, and total 100% classy music!

Wargasm Ugiy Massacre (by Mason). Wow, this 
starts out just like the last Priest album -- it’s gotta 
be cool! But then they ruin my hard-on with a 
generic thrash riff and the worst singer this side of 
Chuck Billy. Aptly titled album -- no more promo 
pictures, for god’s sake.

Warzone Live At CBGB 7" Victory (by Vaughn). 
Gruff old school hardcore from the "Lower East 
Side Crew". Really clear for a live recording (from 
AP’s last show, I think). They were one of the first 
hardcore bands so it’s good to see them sticking it 
out. Some of these songs are a decade old. 


WASP The Crimson Idol Capitol (by Mason). Or 
Blackie has traded in the sawblade codpiece for an 
attempt at musical credibility. This concept album 
doesn’t really work on the merit of the concept 
itself, but the metal riffs (a la The Headless 
Children) make it a little easier to swallow. Not bad 
at all.

D.U.: Voivod and Deceased aside, from what 
genres of music do you draw inspiration? 

Shane: Any type of noise band. I love Sonic 
Youth, old hardcore, power metal. I guess inspira- 
tion comes from anything we hear!!! If we listen 
and we don’t like it, we are inspirited to other 
things! 

With what scene or scenes do you align your- 
selves? 

No special scenes. We just like hanging out 
with our friends. We are die hard death metal fans, 
so I guess that’s our scene. 

Tell us with what do you lyrics deal. 

Early lyrics were about world end due to racial 
war, which in my eye is coming! 

Will you stick with that or do you plan to 
expand that in the future? 

I don’t know if that’s what we will stick with. 


Is there an issue or 
issues in the  national/ 
international news lately that 
you’re following or in which 
you’re interested? 

Yeah, I often wonder 
how [much] decline the USA 
must face before we help 
ourselves first. 

Do you think that it’s 
important to keep one’s self 
informed on the current 
news? 

As far as being informed, 
it’s the same shit every day. Politics sucks!!! 

Your band doesn’t sound like any other bands 
in the local scene that I’ve heard -- do you think 
that’s true of most of the local bands in the metal 
scene? 

There are a handful of great bands and people 
in the Washington (Metro) scene!! But there are 
some fucking gay ass fuckheads who want to be 
rock stars and that sucks!!! In my eye the scene 
runs on support. And rock stars are too good to 
support other bands -- fuck them. I support the 
true!!! 

Is it important for your band to stick out? 

We just write music to enjoy for ourselves. If 
anybody else likes [it], that’s great. The music is 
what’s important!!! 

What’s coming up in the near future for 
Biovore? 

The near future is far!

Well, there you have it! I urge you to write

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Wormhole is a new punk band out of Pittsburgh. 
Pennsylvania, which has already recorded some 
material. It’s a pretty straight-forward sounding 
band. Read on to see what Miz Mary Beilich has 
to say about this and that. And you can get the 
band’s stuff from Ripe Records, 1739 E Carson St 
Ste 250, Pittsburgh PA 15203, USA. 

D.U.: For a start, fill everyone in on what happened 
with that EP you recorded for Relapse Records 
when Mythic was still around. 

Mary: Aice ... Wow! That was ages ago. Back in 
the winter of 92, Mythic received an offer from 
Relapse to record an EP. Thus, we agreed to do so 
quite happily. The recording session took place 
over the span of an afternoon in March of ’92 at 
Studio L in West Virginia. The three tracks that we 
threw down became the finished product: the 
Mourning In The Winter Solstice EP. 

Do you like how it turned out? 

I, myself, am pleased with the results .. . I only 
wish that the record could have been released when 
Mythic still existed! The EP was released only 
recently, and Mythic disbanded in June of ’92. 
What’s the story on Wormhole, then? 

Wormhole ended up being the band that I left 
Mythic to join. By the time Mythic disbanded, 
things with that band had changed so drastically -- 
we had completely different musical ideals and 
interests -- we grew apart. I bailed out entirely 
after receiving an invitation from a drummer friend 
of mine to play with him in a punk band. Since I 
felt as if I was no longer contributing to Mythic, I 
honored his offer. That’s when I became a member 
of Wormhole, and I must say that ’ve been com- 
pletely happy since. I’m really into what Wormhole 
is all about. We all think alike and we get along so 
well. We have fun playing together, and I feel that 
we play well together. Joining Wormhole enabled 
me to rediscover what it truly means to partake in 
a band unit. Our band revolves as much around 
friendship as it does musicianship. 

What do you have coming out? 

In December we’re going back into the studio to 
record four tracks for a local punk comp. Our first 
seven inch, a split seven inch with another local 


band, was recorded a few weeks after we formed in 
July of °92. Our debut solo seven inch was 
recorded and released during the summer of ’93. 
We've released all of our material on a fantastic 
local punk label, Ripe Records. 

How is the punk scene locally and in general to 
you? 

I believe that the Pittsburgh punk scene is one of 
the strongest and most united around. It offers just 
about every kind of punk imaginable! The local 
bands are influenced by all kinds of punk -- every- 
thing from Discharge and Conflict to The Clash and 
The Buzzcocks, from Nausea (NY) and Extreme 
Noise Terror to Iggy And The Stooges. It’s really 
incredible! My favorite local bands are Aus Rotten, 
Submachine, Bad Genius, Gang Bang, Liverball, 
and Anti-Flag. All are great bands with different 
sounds and different opinions . . . still, everyone 
supports one another and we’re all good friends. 
Are those in that local scene into politics or anti- 
politics? 

Well, that’s always been a major ingredient of punk 
rock, so we all have strong political opinions. Some 
differ greatly from others -- we’re all individuals 
with individual political beliefs. 

Does it seem to you that death metal bands in gen- 
eral carry themselves like they’re hard? Have you 
had to deal with this image, if at all? 

During the period of time that I was a major partic- 
ipant in the death "scene," such as when I was in 
Mythic, I made many more friends than I did ene- 
mies. Mythic left me with a positive view of the 
death "scene." For every macho egomaniac I| en- 
countered, I dealt with hundreds of very supportive, 
kind, down-to-earth individuals. As for the hard- 
asses, well, I guess they'll have to "burn in a fiery 
hell" with "Satan" or whomever may be running that 
goofy "afterlife" they're so hell-bent (no pun 
intended) on basing all their songs on. None of us 
have time for their "more brutal and evil than thou" 
attitudes. 

You’ve said that you’re "pro-military.". Does this 
imply that you agree with its actions politically as 
they happen, or what? 


Though I consider myself to be a liberal democrat, 
I strongly believe in our military and the need to 
fund it. I subscribe to the theory that in order to 
preserve peace, we must be prepared for war. 
Anything more to add? 

I’ve concluded that the death "scene" would be so 
much healthier if folks would turn away from petty 
gossip that seems to travel from city to city, state to 
state, continent to continent! Gossip is running 
your "scene." Screw gossip... Begin once again 
concentrating on the music and, in turn, strengthen 
the "scene." An abundance of unnecessary hate- 
oriented rumors has caused the "scene" to weaken 
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and fall apart. Does anyone really need to know 
how many girls were "had" by any certain band on 
their European tour in 92? Does anyone really 
need to know who "hooked up" with who at Mil- 
waukee Metalfest "93? Where’s the music while all 
this talk is receiving the spotlight?!! Get back to 
what really matters -- you’re losing your scene... 
as well as making a mockery of it. 

I’d like to express my gratitude to Rich for 
including me in his zine. Thanks for the thought- 
provoking questions, pal. ‘You’ve allowed me to 
express my strong belief that there is life after 
death. Adios! 
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Inverted from Sweden 
is a great death metal band 
that has two demos out, 
Tales Of Estaban and 
Heaven Defied. Write 
Kristian Hasselhuhn, the 
drummer, at Knektegards- 
gat 33 C, 441 37 Alingsas, 
Sweden. Below my pal 
Kristian fills me in on 
what’s been up lately. 

D.U.: Inverted seems 
to have a Satanic bent. 
You said some of your 
songs are anti-religion, but 
specifically are they anti- 
Christian or are they 
against all religion § in 
general? 

Kristian: Well, I would 
say our songs are against all 
sorts of money minded reli- 
gions and especially Christ- 
ianity. I don’t really see our 
band as a Satanic band; 
more like an occult/dark 
band with songs about dark- 
ness, death, evil, and blas- 
phemy. We don’t worship 
any Satan or god. It’s more 
to show that there are a lot 
of dark and evil things on 
the earth that we don’t 
know anything about. And 
that you shall do what you 
want yourself and don’t let 
any other people with their 
god tell you what to do! 
Blasphemy! Hail darkness. 

Do you feel Satanic 
death metal bands are just 
as justified in promoting 
their religious views as 
Christian death metal 
bands? 

I think that as long as 
you just telling the listeners 
what you believe in and 
giving them your view of 
things, it doesn’t matter 
what ever you sing about. 


But I don’t like those Christian death metal bands 
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singing about god and that you shall devote your 


life to him. They are not in 
the scene for the music, 
they are only there to find 
some more stupid people 
for their church. Stull, there 
are Christian death metal 
bands that are quite OK as 
long as theyre not telling 
you what to do. Sorry, I 
don’t think I answered your 
question at all!? 

Should bands have 
something constructive to 
say since people are hope- 
fully reading their lyrics, or 
is music just entertain- 
ment? 

I think it depends a lot 
on what sort of music you 
play. Well, it’s up to your- 
self and what you write. 
Still, when it comes to 
death or black metal I think 
the vocals/voice are mainly 
there to create a dark and 
brutal feeling. The music is 
more important, at least for 
us. 

Why don’t you include 
your lyrics with the demos? 

Well, on the first 
demo, we didn’t think about 
it until the cover was 
already printed, and on the 
second demo, we didn’t 
want to have the lyrics with 
’cause we wanted it to be a 
little mystical; I mean, we 
didn’t want to show every- 
thing. Let the listeners 
mind decide what they hear. 
I don’t know if we will ever 
print the lyrics; perhaps 
sometime in the future. 

Do you agree with the 
idea of Sweden joining the 
European Community? 

Personally I don’t care 
‘cause I don’t think there 
will be any major differ- 
ences at all. Well, it would 


be easier to travel inside Europe and I guess the 


alcohol would be cheaper -- Cheers! -- but besides 
that I don’t give a shit! 

You said that very much has happened with 
your band since our last interview. Talk about the 
line-up change, new releases, mini-tours, and so on. 

Yea, a lot! After we recorded our second 
demo in April 92, we did a mini-tour in Poland 
that was really great! Well, after rehearsing and 
playing a lot live, in October 92 we parted way with 
original vocalist Joakim because that he didn’t show 
up on the rehearsals and also because of musical 
differences. Tommy Parkkonen (from Sacretomia) 
were stand in for a few months until we found a 
new singer, Nicklas Persson. He was a member 
from December 92 to May 
93; then he suddenly leaved 
the band because he was 
not interested in traveling to 
other cities to play. So he 
was replaced the same day 
by Henric Heed (ex Cabal/ 
Obscurity) and until now it 
have worked out great. So 
after all this trouble it looks 
like we finally got a stable 
line-up again. 

Well, under this time 
we’ve of course written new 
material too, and in April 
93 we signed a mini-CD 
deal with Wild Rags 
Records. And they have 
also re-printed our second 
demo with one bonus song 
and new cover. Buy it from

How is your Voice Of Death distribution?

No, I don’t think so.

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Genital Deformities is a super-duper punkish 
band from jolly ol’ England where there are many 
things to gripe about in band lyrics. My pal Crowe 
answered a few questions for me about his band, so 
here goes. 

First off, in what musical category do you 
place your band? How do you feel about labels like 
"grind, "hardcore," etc. -- are they necessary for 
description, or do they just restrict bands? 

"Well, this really is a good question. We’re not 
really into labels as such but I guess you could call 
us a grind band! But we really don’t feel it’s neces- 
sary to label bands anything and we really do think 
it does restrict you in some ways such as trying to 
get gigs. You phone up and say ’hardcore’ and in 
the UK they will put the phone down. If nobody 
labelled all the sections of thrash & punk & hard- 
core, etc., there would be a lot better turn-outs at 
gigs, etc. Let’s just label it all bollocks and every- 
one should be happy (joke)." 

What does your band have out currently that 
is still available? 

"Right, on the merchandise front our first LP 
(Shag Nasty Oi) is sold out but it still can be had 
for some postage and a C-90, There are also two 
demos: P.O.V., which is about one and a half years 
old (sold 4500), and the new demo we’ve done is 
called Forced To Conform, which we think is better 
than the LP and everything else we’ve done [$3 
each]. And finally [two sided] T-shirts, totally 
obscene print, you'll have to buy one [for $12] to 
find out." 

What will be coming out in the near future? 

"We are at the moment working on our second 
LP called Who Did This To My Sister? which should 
be out late 93 but we’re having problems with the 
record company at the moment." 

Some people say that grindcore isn’t the big 
thing, no one’s playing it, etc. How do you respond 
to that? 

"Again we come to labels. What is grindcore? 
There really is no answer to this as it’s just another 
label. Also what is the big thing everything seems 
to be ’in’ at the moment? And people should start 
buying music (whatever the style) for its qualities, 
not its trendiness!" 

What have the Tories done or not done in 
relation to their campaign promises since they’ve 
been in office? Do you think John Major looks like 
Clark Kent with white hair? 

"Tories! Who said that! What a load of twats 
and liars. They really don’t know if they're coming 
and going. Promising one thing and doing another,

is full of people who | 
don’t know what to do! .- .

Is there a good voter 
turnout in England as a 
percentage to the general 
eligible voting public? 
Should more people in 
general vote, or should 
only those who pay atten 
tion to the issues, an 
thus make an informe 
decision, vote? 

"If you generally ar 
interested in politics an 
know what you are on ™ 
about maybe you should = ¥ 
vote! We don’t and we’ -——* 
could if we wanted to but 
in the UK even the poor 
people cut their own 
throats by voting for 
conservative because the 
conservatives dangle a 
nice juicy carrot in front 
of their noses, promising 
everything but giving 
nothing. And in the next 
election they do it again 
and the people _ get 
sucked in to a load of 
bullshit. Let the Queen 
vote. She’s supposed to 
be the big cheese -- 
NOT!" 

This year they put 
on the "World Music 
Awards" from Monaco, 
and the winners were the 
ones that sold the most 
albums (Michael Jackson 
got three). Should they 
more aptly give the 
awards to the publicists 


and such at the record labels? Does talent have 
anything to do with sales, or is it just how much 
monetary backing and packaging the band has? 
"Never heard of it!? But the next bit makes 
sense. The music business at the moment will not 
let new talent in unless you buy your way in. | 
really haven’t got anything against Michael Jackson 
though although I don’t like him -- he really is a 
good showman and gives the fans what they want. 
[This was before the child molesting allegations 
came out.] Back to the question. If the band 
deserves an award give it to them but not through 
hype or false mimed music (now that really does 
stink)! And on a final note in the underground 


scene talent usually has nothing to do with money 
as most up and coming bands have no money (such 
as us) but need the breakthrough or just a small 
chance to show their talent. LISTEN TO REAL 
MUSIC, NO IMITATION!!!"

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Agathocles is a Belgian grindcore band that 
has been around since the mid-’80’s and has put out 
a ton of stuff. AG has intelligent things to say in its 
lyrics, as well. The band has some things on sale: 
the Theatric Symbolization Of Life compilation CD 
of its past releases ($15), the AG/Kompost 7" ($5), 
and black t-shirts with white designs ($10).

Here Jan answers some questions about his killer 
band. 

D.U.: Each time you release something, it 
sounds different from the last one. Does that have 
to do with the line-up changes and the switching of 
instruments by band members? 

Jan: All our stuff sounds different because of 
the new band members and because we want to 
sound different. 

Your bio says you’ve reached your own Style. 
Does that mean the newer stuff sounds fundamen- 
tally different than the older stuff? 

For us, grindcore is a lifestyle, and the music 
is just a 
part of 
this _life- 
style. By 
saying that 
we’ve 
reached 
our own 
style, we 
wanna say 
that we 
think we 
are doing the things we wanna do by not following 
the next fucked up trend which this whole fucked 
up scene (can we still speak about a scene when 
people are being blinded by mass consumption?) 
has bred. 

Would you say that your band has a death 
metal influence musically? For example, I thought 
the new stuff at the beginning of the comp. CD 
sounded similar to Death’s Leprosy. Or is the 
whole death metal thing something you’d rather 
avoid? 

Yes, I say we got some death metal touches 
musically, but not lyrically. You are right to 
mention Death as one of the influences on the CD. 
I did like that band in the early days. Anyway, we 
don’t have anything against "true metal," but as you 
see, nowadays all these young crap metal bands 
start jumping on the bandwagon of death metal and 
black metal, saying they are "true" without even 
knowing such old, godly bands such as Hellhammer, 
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Arsenic, Poison, Venom... The same thing goes 
for all these hardcore trendies. What a shame!!! 

Where does Belgium stand on the European 
Community -- did it and will it vote yes or no for 
the EC? 

Maybe you already know it, Belgium has got 
the "leadership" of the European Community and 
hell yes, these Belgian politicians are fuckin’ proud 
of it. 

Where do you stand on this issue and why? 

I think this whole thing stinks. In Belgium 
there are lots of troubles concerning the social 
security, but those Belgian political dicks only 
wanna have more power in the EC. By the way, I 
also think that this EC is a big fuckin’ joke. The 
only reason of this EC is an economical one, which 
means more money in the wallets of the rich. 

Why does the band mostly go with split re- 
leases? Just because it’s good to split costs and 
exposure is higher, or is there another reason? 

It mostly turns out this way, and we like it very 
much.

which 1s 
very interesting if you are NOT only in it for the 
music (like we are). 

And why mostly 7"es? Do you make a point to 
go with a different label each time you release 
something? 

We don’t wanna get hooked on one label 
which is making big bucks on our backs and re- 
duces us to puppets on string. If a label is only 
interested in sucking dry the people who are buying 
the records, then this label can fuck off. For us, the 
DO IT YOURSELF spirit is still alive and we plan 
to keep it alive. 

What’s on the Use Your Anger live album? 

The Use Your Anger live LP contains old and 
new songs recorded at four different gigs (all 
unreleased) and it has about 50 minutes of play 
time with booklet enclosed. 

Are you happy with it? 

I quite like this album because it reminds me 
of the first grindcore bands like Larm, Revenge Of 


The Whores, old Napalm Death ... The sound is 
really killer for a live album. 

How is the scene in Mol, anyway, or is there 
one in the first place? 

Back in 1985-1989 it was a lot better. More 
active people back then. Right now, there are only 
a few bands, mostly death metal (understandable 
because of the big death metal boom). In Diest, 
the area where the other members come from, 
there’s a big scene, lots of active people (grindcore 
punks) into anti-fascist organizations, animal lib- 
eration, vegetarianism ... Bands to check out are 
Intestinal Disease, NOF, Hiatus, Mindfart, Splif, 
Acoustic Grinder. 

What’s next for Agathocles? 


Our latest release was the AG/Kompost EP. 
Hopefully this summer our new studio EP/mini CD 
will be released. We also plan to do a new split 
LP, some more split EP’s, and a new full 75 minute 
CD. But right now, we got a tour coming up in 
Germany, Slovakia, Tschechia, and Belgium with 
MVD and FH-763. Should be cool. 

Okay, I guess that’s all. Any last comments? 

Richard, thanx a lot for your interest in the 
band and thanx for doing the interview with me. 
The things I have said here are my views and they 
are not those of the other members.
